$15,500 for recreation. 

Of the 20 cities reporting 
their personnel staffs, 15 had 
full-time recreation adminis¬ 
trators; 5 had part-time admin¬ 
istrators. 

Under the "facilities section” 
of the report, 20 cities were 
listed. They each averaged 1.4 
hardball diamonds, 512 softball 
diamonds, and 4.6 tennis courts. 
(Sierra Madre has two.) 

Four of the 20 cities reported 
they have golf courses, 15 said 
they had community-owned 
recreation buildings (Sierra 
Madre has two), and 17 of the 
20 had swimming pools. 


Sierra Madre City School’s 
proposed budget for the year 
1951-52 was adopted by the 
trustees following a public 
hearing last Wednesday night.

Moving heavy equipment 
from construction sites is quite 
a project in itself. 

Many large construction 
firms have staffs of men whose 
job it is just to obtain permits 
from cities, counties and the 
state for transporting their big 
equipment through. 

Although graders can pass 
for “vehicles” when their giant 
blades are turnd to a front and 
back position, bulldozers and 
heavy tractors need special 
permits to use public streets.

since this procedure apparently 
Inhibits what one writer calls 
“inner cannibalism,” wherein 
the stomach of the ulcer-prone 
individual tends to feed upon 
itself. Moderation in smoking 
and in the use of alcoholic bev¬ 
erages is desirable. 

Medication should be taken 
only as prescribed by the fam¬ 
ily physician. Baking soda—so 
frequently taken without su¬ 
pervision—may do more harm 
than good since its action may 
upset still further the delicate 
balance of the stomach secre¬ 
tions. Drugs are now given 
which, when taken several 
times a day after meals, ban¬ 
ish pain and give the ulcer a 
chance to heal. 

There are some ulcer cases, 
of course, which defy this 
simple treatment, but they are 
the exception rather than the 
rule. These are the ulcers which 
become so deep that immediate 
and expert surgery is indicated. 
With prompt medical attention 
and guidance, this condition 
can generally be avoided. 

Each ulcer patient must learn 
to slow down and relax. It 
seems like a sensible procedure 
to follow in any case, but for 
the ulcer sufferer it is a MUST.

Ulcers, sometimes referred to 
as the “wound stripes of civ¬ 
ilization” or the "badges of 
harried executives,” are becom¬ 
ing more common, especially 
in men. It was recently esti¬ 
mated that approximately five 
per cent of the American 
people—unable to adapt them¬ 
selves to the tensions of our 
civilization—develop ulcers 
some time during I heir lives. 

Surprisingly enough, this dis¬ 
order which strikes so pain¬ 
fully at the inner man (or 
woman) can, in most instances, 
be easily controlled or cured. 

An ulcer is an acid-eaten 
spot in the stomach or in that 
part of the large intestine im¬ 
mediately adjoining the stom¬ 
ach called the duodenum. Gen¬ 
erally, the lay term used to 
describe both these conditions 
is “stomach ulcer,” although 
the words “peptic” or "gastric” 
are also heard. As a matter of 
fact, however, about 90 per cent 
of all ulcers occur in the duo¬ 
denum. 

Many theories have been ad¬ 
vanced concerning the causes 
of ulcers but the ulcer-produc¬ 
ing mechanism within the body 
is not yet completely under¬ 
stood by medical scientists. OHIO FRIENDS 
Nevertheless, it is now firmly 
established that the alert, con¬ 
scientious, hard-driving indi¬ 
vidual is more likely to develop 
ulcers than is his sluggish, or 
sensibly relaxed, neighbor. 

Indeed, as long ago as 1932 
Harvey Cushing, the noted 
brain surgeon, reported that 
ulcers tend to heal when a 
patient has complete mental 
and physical rest thus insuring 
comparative freedom from in¬ 
ner tensions. He also noted that 
ulcers tend to recur when the 
individual is forced to resume 
his tasks and responsibilities. 

Studies, carried on by army 
medics during World War II, 
confirmed his conclusions. 

Modern treatment of ulcers 
is simple enough and often 
most effective. Usually the pa¬ 
tient may have a liberal diet 
but it is most important that 
spices and cooked fats (partic¬ 
ularly fried foods) be avoided. 

Small meals taken at frequent 
intervals are preferable to the 
customary three squares a day

Don’t Point 
Electric Fans 
At Yourself

BRIDGEPORT, Conn.—Do you 
ever try to beat the heat of a 
summer’s day by pointing an 
electric fan at yourself—and do 
you have a stiff neck or a sore 
shoulder the next day? 

If the answer is “yes,” you’ve 
learned the hard way that 
yours is not the best method 
of using a fan to make humid 
weather more bearable. 

But perhaps you never real¬ 
ized that there is good scien¬ 
tific fact behind the recommen¬ 
dation, made by the General 
Electric Consumers Institute, 
that you set your electric fan 
a short distance from you, on a 
window sill or a table or even 
on the floor, and aim it away 
from you before you turn it on. 
The air will he moved in a 
circular motion around the 
room, but only a gentle breeze 
will reach you. You’ll feel re¬ 
freshed, without being chilled. 

Pointing a fan directly at 
anyone is inadvisable, because 
the movement of air at a high 
speed across the human body 
results in an excessive loss of 
body moisture and heat, lead¬ 
ing to a congestion of blood 
circulation—and the inevitable 
stiff neck. 

If you're resting or doing 
light work, air moving faster 
than 50 feet per minute is mov¬ 
ing too fast for comfort. Even 
when you’re working hard, 
you'll feel uncomfortably chilly 
when the air velocity exceeds 
500 feet per minute—and fans 
deliver air at higher speeds 
than that. 

Under normal conditions, 
your body makes a good ad¬ 
justment to the temperature 
around it, throwing off excess 
heat through evaporation and 
radiation. 

But when the humidity and 
the temperature both rise rap¬ 
idly, the dissipation of body 
heat is blocked by the heat and 
moisture already in the air. 
You can’t throw off the excess 
heat; consequently, you feel 
too warm. 

Turning on a fan makes the 
air move faster, brings a great¬ 
er volume of changing air in 
contact with your body, and 
compensates for the hot humid 
air’s inefficiency in absorbing 
body heat lost through per¬ 
spiration. 

So go ahead. Turn on the fan 
—but point it the other way!

New pricing laws of the Of¬ 
fice of Price Stabilization, 
which went into effect this 
week, will order butchers to 
limit the fat content of regu¬ 
lar ground beef (hamburger) 
to 25 per cent, instead of 30 
per cent as in the past.

Matthews, Price Stabilization 
Director for Southern Califor¬ 
nia, this change removes the 
most common complaint of 
consumers against the regula¬ 
tions covering this basic food 
item. 

The OPS also authorized the

FUND SLOW; 
$261 GIVEN 

Sierra Madreans had given 
$261 by Monday evening in the 
emergency drive of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross to aid families 
in the devastated Kansas flood 
area. 

“It’s not enough,” R. C. Lew¬ 
is, local ARC Chapter chair 
man, stated flatly. "We hope to 
collect $500 as Sierra Madre’s 
aid to these impoverished peo 
pie.” 

So far, he said, the money 
is coming in as gifts. “But if 
we can’t reach our quota, we’ll 
have to begin soliciting.” 

Donations last week amount 
ed to $157; the week before 
they were $104. 

Estimates received from the 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Illinois flood operation show 
that more than 26,600 families 
will register for Red Cross 
emergency and rehabilitation 
assistance. Estimates of ARC 
expenditures for relief have 
doubled since the Disaster 
Fund Appeal was launched for 
$5,000,000. 

More than 7600 families will 
need assistance in either com 
pletely rebuilding or repairing 
their homes. And another 11, 
500 families will need help in 
replacing or repairing damaged 
or destroyed household furnish 
ings.

This offer of the friendly palm was an 
old trick to them—it was always followed by some dastardly 
foul block, kick in the face, etc. But lo and behold, all that 
happened was that the one suma helped the other suma to 
his feet so they could start the next fall! 

In this manner three falls were over before the viewers 
could light a cigarette. It was predicted that suma wrestling 
will have a short run in America unless they run in some 
mixed matches with the regular grunt and groaners.
